TENNYSON. 


The first note of Tennyson’s greatness 
is his bre adth of sympathy and know- 
eilue. His ver-e mirror the social and 
poeltieal order of his day, its: faith, aspr- 
rathons, lowe and hereisin, as Milton did | 
hat ot Puritan England.  Nething is 
left out. He has not the dramatic qua- } 
lity of self ethicement aud impersonal 
art, the power to Interpret the life of 
past ages, that belongs to Shakespeare 
wnd Seott, but within its lunits his genius 
covers everything, is absolutely secure of 
results 

Second!y, his moral standerd is sound | 

and high—not of the ‘“yoody-goody” or 
“sensational religious” sert—but clean, 
manly, wholesome, robust, Engiish. 
Some critics may declare this quite by 
the way, but the time has not yet come 
(nor ever will, I trust, where Shakes- 
peare’s tongue is spoken) for profane aad 
unclean art to rank with the reverent and 
pure. 
In the third place, Tennyson's artistic 
faculty is certamly of the hyhest order. 
‘He was an artist before he was a poet.” 
says Mr. Hutton; ‘‘in ther words, the 
eye for beauty, grace and harmony of 
. flect was even more emphatically one of 
his original gifts than the voice for poetic 
utterance itself.” This we have seen to 
be true in Tennyson's early years, when 
poetic expression was so striven for and 
~» long coming,aud inthe patient, severe, 
almost finical revision of his own work 
throuzhout his life. For instance, he 
was troubled by this couplet from **Mar- 
jana” as not true in local color: 


** The rusted nails fell from the knots 
That held the peach to the garden wall.” 

So he changed it in later editions to 
read: 

* That held the pear to the gable wall.” 

The ‘‘botanieal accuracy” which Ruskin 
has so justly neted of Scott belongs pre- 
eminently to Tennyson in dealing with 
nature. He has the freshness and deli- 
cacy of Herrick and the pe'fect finish of 
Keats. As Emerson bas said: ** When 
Nature wants an artist she makes a 
Tennyson.” 

Lastly, Tennyson has produced his 
best work in larger quantity than any 
English poet since Milton. Wordsworth 
wrote much, but we have the authority of 
Matthew Arnold (himself an ardent and 
avowed Wordsworthian) that ‘‘hetween 
1798 and 1808 atmost al! his really tirst- 
class work was produced.” Certainly all 
of Tennyson's first-class werk could not 
he compressed into anything like the 
<pace of Mr. Arnold's editions of Words- 
verth and Byron.— Arthur K. Woodbury

Much has been eaid in the newspapers 
in the last few months about the changes 
that will take place in the Inman Line 
Tranaatlantic steamahip service.
